Christmas Trees By the Thousand. 


Portland Argus. 


Ten thousand small evergreen trees 


were landed in New York on Sunda; 
from the Portland steamer. 
They wer 


taken there by two brothers namei 
Chapman, who have made it a business 
to scout the state of Maine for them 
Between now and Christmas they wil 
take there about 4,000 bundles, or 20, 
000 trees, to supply the holiday trade 
Every year a new wooded district is 
resorted to, and the Chapmans buy th, 
right to cut the trees for two or three 
cents a tree. 
Men are hired to go over 


the ground and chop down the trees 
Only the shapely and well rounded trees 
are felled. 
Then tho butts are sawec 


off and 
trimmed of their smaller 


branches, and from two to ten trees 
according to size, are tied in each bun 
die. This season's supply comes from 
within eighty miles of Portland. 
The 


trees, which cost three cents apiece in 
tlie woods of Maine, sell for from sev 
enty-five cents to one dollar and a quarter 
a bundle to the grocers and retail deal- 
ers in New York.

Guiteau Resumes his 


Buffoonery. 


Speaker Keifer's Committees 


WASHINGTON, 1). C., December 21.— 


The Guiteau trial was resumed this 
morning, and Dr. Frank II. Hamilton, 
of New York, took the stand. 


Mr. Seoville desired to have other 


experts excluded from the court during 
the testimony, but the court ruled 
against him. 


Witness was questioned at great length 


relative to the operations of minds, 
significance of dreams, and unconscious 
expressions, as indicative of mental pro- 
cesses. 


Counsel for the prosecution objected 


to the apparent objectless direction of 
these inquiries. 


Sooville (smilingly)—Well, gentle- 


men. I told you I did not know much 
about this subject. 


Quiteau—Then you had better get 


off the case, if you don't know anything 
about it. I think Heed and I can do 
better than you, judging by the way 
you are laboring. 
(Looking over the 


notes which Seoville held in bis hand), 
he continued, "you've got alotofstufl 
there. It is not in your handwriting; 
I guess it must have been contributed 
by some crank." 


Guiteau appeared to be dissatisfied 


with the result of the examination, and 
finally said to Seoville: "Oh, tear that 
stuff up, Seoville. 
Send this man down 


and call for Clark Mills: he's a good 
deal better man for you than this one. 
He took a cast of my head the other 
day, thinking some people would be in- 
terested to see it. 
He took a bust ol 


Andrew Jackson, and he thinks I'm a 
greater man than Jackson. He fount 
one side of my head badly deficient 
though." The prisoner then branchec 
off to his "inspiration theory, and rat- 
tled on for some minutes, his oft-re- 
peated harangue on the subject o 
"irresistible pressure." 


After the examination had apparent 


ly been concluded, Davidge asked the 
witness "if people adjudged medically 
insane were not, nevertheless, capable 
of judging between right and wrong?' 


Seoville objected, but Judge Cox ad- 


mitted the question, and the witness 
replied: "There are a great many in- 
sane people, medically insane, who ap- 
preciate the difference between righ 
and wrong." 


In response to another question, Dr 


Hamilton continued: -'In nearly al" 
asylums a system of rewards and pun 
isbments is in vogue in dealing with 
the insane, showing that it is rccogize 
that they can distinguish between right 
and wrong, and can control their ac- 
tions." 


On the whole, this witness' testimo- 


ny bore against the theory of insanity 
and was fairly well sustained. 


Dr. Wooater, of Salem, Mass.. who 


refused, when upon the stand for the 
defense, to answer the hypothetical 
question proposed by Scovilie, testifiec 
that in his opinion the prisoner was a 
sane man. 


Guiteau (sharply)—How much do 


you expect to get for that opinion, sir? 
I suppose that will be worth $300 to 
you. That in the way Cork-bill is run- 
ning, but I don't think it will be worth 
a snap with that jury—not a snap, sir. 


Corkhill then read the hypothetical 


question, which covered all the material 
facts in the prisoner's history from boy- 
hood down to his act on the 2d ot July, 
and inquired, "Assuming all these fact! 
to be true, in your opinion, was the 
prisoner sane or insane when he killed 
the president?" 


Answer—"I believe him to have been 


sane." 


Guiteau (sneeringly)—"Yes, sir, and 


you expect to get $500 for your opin- 
ion." 
All through the reading of the 


hypothetical question, Gniteau contin- 
ually shouted, "That's false, absolutely 
false." 
At one time he said: "That's 


false, sir. 
Get the false right for your 


hypothesis, or whatever you call it. 
Judge Potter must have got that stuff 
up tor you, Corkhill. You certainly 
have not got brains enough. 


"I want to say right here that Col. 


Corkhill has made a very good outward 
statement of facts, 
but he hasn't 


touched at all upon what was going on 
in my mind at that time. That's a 
matter for the jury, the court, the Deily 
and me to decide—we four." 


Colonel Corkhill then read another 


hypothetical question, setting forth in 
its most unenviable light the career of 
Guiteau. The prisoner winced under 
the record, but confined himself to a 
sort of growl, "That's false," or '-That's 
absolutely false." 
On concluding the 


reading, Corkhill again inquired of the 
witness: "Do you consider that the 
prisoner was sane or insane on the 9d 
of July T 


Answer—"In my opinion he was 


sane." 


After 
reoess Dr. Worcester again 


took the stand, when Guiteau 
broke 


out, "I want it distinctly undersaood 
that on the 3d of July I gave Colonel 
Corkhill and his reporter my views on 
this whole subject, the inspiration, the 
political situation and all the causes 
that impelled me on the President, and 
this man Corkhill destroyed his notes 
so^l could not use them upon this trial. 
It's a burning shame tor him to come 
in here now and say I never said any- 
thing about inspiration 
until three 


weeks after the shooting." 


Dr. Worcester then turned to Judge 


Cox and said: "If the court please, I 
understand that I am here as an expert 
summoned by the government to testify 


mat as I believe impartially 
on this 


case." 


Corkhill undertook to explain that 


witness had remained in the city wholly 
against his will, when Scovilie inter- 
rupted, protesting hotly against the 
action of counsel for the prosecution 
in attempting to fortify this witness 
with the jury in advance of his evidence. 
A sharp colloquy followed, when Gui- 
teau exclaimed, "Oh, 
let him alone 


He ain't worth noticing. 
He's working 


for his $500, that's all." 


liesuming 
the 
cross-examination 


Scovilie asked, "When and where did 
you get your title of doctor ?" 


A.—I got it from Harvard Universi 


ty, 1868. 
I began my course of study 


in 1863. 


Witness was then questioned length 


ily regarding the books he had read, the 
patients he bad treated and his oppor 
tunities for investigating the subject 
of insanity. He was asked how he 
came to form the opinion in Salem that 
the prisoner was insane, and why he 
had written counsel (Scovilie) that such 
was his belief? 


He replied: "From statements I haii 


seen that ho was actuated when he shot 
the President by an insane delusion ant 
that the uncontrollable influence under 
which he acted was the outgrowth ol 
that delusion, I wrote you thinking 1 
might be of service to an insane man.' 


Witness had changed his opinion as 


to the insanity of the prisoner, because 
he no longer believed to be true the 
statement upon which he had based his 
opinion before eomic'g to Washington 


Guiteau 
(impatienly)—"Don't you 


understand, Scovilie, that $500 has 
modified his views ? 
What's the u»e 


of wasting time on him ? ' 


Scovilie was about to resume when 


Guiteau struck the table violently am 
uttered: "Make the matter short. It'i 
simply a matter of fact for the jury to 
determine whether my free agency were 
destroyed or not. 
I claim it was, am 


I won't have you compromise my lift 
as you are doing by your stupid, blun 
der-buss way of examining witnesses.' 
Guiteau afterward frequently interrupt 
ed and roundly abused Scovilie for in 
competency, and charged him will 
compromising 
his 
case. 
Turning 


towards the judge, Guiteau added dep 
recatingly: "Scovilie is a perfect idioi 
in this master, and between him am 
Corkhill I have a pretty hard time 
[General laughter.] 
I'm good natured 


(laughter) but I can't stand abuse, am 
when I am buzzed I want to talk righ' 
back." 


Mr. Scovilie who had borne every 


thing before with apparent equanimity 
seemed to feel very keenly this las 
evidence of heartless ingratitude. 
His 


voice trembled, and for a minute he 
was unable to proceed, 
Even the pris 


oier realized the injustice of his con 
duct, and apologized, saying: "You an 
doing very well, Scovilie, to the best o: 
your ability." 
Several times afterwan 


Gniteau denounced Sooville, at, on 
time in evident anger and again with a 
sarcastic smile. "Why, your honor,' 
he shouted, "if I was indicted for man 
slaughter, I'd be hung for murder, i; 
Scovilie should defend me." 


Mrs. Scovilie reached over to speak 


to Guiteau when ho snarled at her 
"You keep your mouth shut; you arc 
as big a tool as your husband. 
You're 


a crank on this business; if you had al 
stayed in Chicago it would'have been 
far better for my case; these relations 
are a imibance; I would be better ol 
if I did not have any; I would have 
plenty of friends if this pack of rela- 
tives were out of the way.' 


Mrs. Scovilie whispered some uxpos- 


tulatory reply, wlien he turned again 
angrily and shouted, "You have been 
an unmitigated nuisance in this case a 
the way through." 
Then changing 


quickly from anger to mirth, he added 
with a laugh: '-You're a queer lot, you 
Scovilles."

MAT FREE LEtlliKE A FIZiLE. 


The Bev. Burnett and His Views on Pro- 


hibition—He will Beturn in Janu- 


ary and Speak bin Piece. 


The promised lecture by Rev. C. 


Comptan Burnett, the present rector or 
the Trinity Episcopal church, at Iowa 
City, Iowa, on the subject, "Do we want 
Prohibition?" was not delivered at the 
tabernacle last night as had been adver- 
tised in the city papers and by hand bills 
ordered printed by the advance agent, 
Mr. Pasley, who arrived here last Friday 
and contracted with Mr. Prieet for the 
use of the tab. on the evening of Decem- 
ber 21st. 
Rev. Burnett arrived iu Deca- 


tur yesterday from Lincoln, where he 
lectured before a crowded house Tuesday 
night, and took apartments at the St. 
Nicholas. Being weary and sleepy and 
supposing that the hall that had been en- 
gaged would be jn readiness for use at 
the proper hour, the reverend gentleman 
lay down npon the bed in room 70 and 
slept until after 7 o'clock. He then put 
on his coat and hat and wended his way 
from the hotel to the tabernacle, but to 
his great surprise he found the doors 
locked and the room dark. He was more 
than surprised, as was also the REPUBLI- 
CAN representative who visited the tab- 
ernacle at 8 o'clock, expecting to see a 
big crowd in attendance and hear some- 
thing new on the temperance question. 


The reporter determined to sift the mat- 


ter to the bottom, and accordingly he 
started out on a hunt for the lecturer. 
He was found in room 70 at the St. Nich- 
olas hotel, seated by the grate fire and 
quietly smoking a richly flavored cigar. 
Rev. Burnett is an Englishman, appar- 
ently about 45yearsof age. 
He is of tbe 


medium height, with dark piercing eyes, 
and wears dark side whiskers cut alter 
the English pattern. The gentleman ap- 
peared to be greatly disappointed be- 
cause the tabernacle was not thrown 
open and lighted as his agent had writ- 
ten him it would be. He told the repor- 
ter that after he had gone to the taberna- 
cle and found it locked, he hunted up 
Mr. Priest, who took him down into the 
office beneath the New Doming hotel.

At his leisure 
he said ho would look into the legal as- 
pect of the case and see what could be 
done in the way of securing damages. 
Ho promised to visit Decatur about the 
20th of next January and deliver his lec- 
ture in the opera house. 


The reporter asked the gentleman how 


it wns that he was delivering free lectures 
i n i h i a s t i t c . 
Itev. Burnett replied th&t 


daring last-fall it year ago he had, at ine 
rcfiucst uf many lilends, yivcn express- 
ion ti his views ou the question of prohi- 
bition at Iowa City, mid he debated for 
five niglus with H Methodist minister on 
the subject, and then ho said Ntal Dow 
went for bun rough-shod. Dow's attack 
called forili u tnroc-culumn open letter 
from Uiinic.tt whiou was published in tbe 
C'hicago Times. The publication of tbe 
iiuinett letter was followed by tbe writer 
receiving numerous invuations to deliver 
lectures ID other slates, but he 'was cjui- 
pel led to decline most of the invitations 
because of his church duties. Speaking 
of his present work in Illinois the gentle- 
man said, "my arangements were made 
with a certain lawyer in C'hicago, who 
guarantees me payment for the delivery 
of 50 lectures in this state. Where the 
money comes from to pay necessary ex- 
penses I do not know and never have in- 
vestigated. I know this: I am allowed $5 
per day for traveling and hotel expenses, 
and mike from fl. 
r> to $30 per night." lie 


was told by the reporter that he had been 
denounced by certain temperance papers 
as being in tbe employ of tne "Illinois 
Slate Liquor 'Dealers' Association," and 
the gentleman ireplied, "Yes, that's tbe 
kind of treatment 1 have been receiving 
nearly everywhere I go. I have delivered 
18 lectures so far in Illinois, and will de- 
liver 33 more lectures iu this state after 
the holidays. I am a total abstainer, and 
never drank liquors of any kind in my 
life. In my lectures I only give express- 
ion to views upon the liquor question that 
1 have entertained for years. I do not be- 
lieve in prohibition as applied to liquor 
any more than I do in forbidding men to 
sell meat because the purchasers may 
make gluttons of themselves."

A good cause has no reason to bo afraid 
of the light. 
Another argument against It is the false, 
foolish and unjust assumption that its friends 
are the only friends of temperance, whereas 
in reality the majority of temperance men are 
not prohibitionists.
